Oallar atatad that ha did not want any offioar hurt, 
that waa the raaaon for the oall, but thay were going to kill 
Oawald and there was nothing anyone oould do about it. 

iSttbaequently about ^iOO or 5tiO A.M. X eallad Captain Frits 

at booe and related aubetanoc of tha threatening oall. Captain 
Frits told «c Ohlaf Curry was handling the tranafer of Oawald and 
•uggaated X oall hln. 

Between 5>30 and 5i'»? Deputy Cox or Coy, exact naae 

unknown, of the Dallas Sharlff** Offlea saUed this offioe and 
stated that Sheriff Oeoker had inatruoted bin to oall the Dallas 
tolioe Departnent and request that Chief Curry oall him about the 
transfer of Oswald. The Deputy Sheriff indloated sheriff Deoksr 
wasted Oswald Boved as aoon as possible. 

ku I reoall X had a seeond oonvaraatlon with Captain frits regarding 
Deeker wanting to bovs Oswald as soon as possible. Frits atstad 
that I ^ould oall Chief Curry. 

About 6iOO A.M. I attempted to oall Chief Curry at hoae. the 
telephone was busy, and after about fifteen ninutea, I aaked the 
operator to obeok the line for conversation. She reported trouble 
on the line. 

ay ttia tine it was approxinately 6il5 A.M., and Captain O.E. Xalbert 
relieved Be. I told Xalbert of the threat, of the Deputy Sheriff's 
aall, and ny atteapt to oontaot Chief Curry. Captain lalbert said 
he would send a aquad by the resideno« oX Chief Curry and have hin 
eall the of flee.
